As Nations grew in Magnitude, Arms increaſed; in Number, growing 
into near Reſemblance of each other; the Intervals of War, too, grew 
| long, and the Memory being no longer adequate to the Taſk of making 
extemporary Piſtinctions, Impoſitions became practicable: Thus, in Civi- 
lization and Peace, probably originated the Laws or ARMORIES, 

That Armories took their Riſe in Northern Europe, is on all Hands 
confeſſed: But among what Nation Family Honours firſt became here- 
ditary, or in what Place the Laws of Armories were firſt eſtabliſned; is 
leſs certain. Almoſt every Nation contends for ſo high an Honour, and 
it 1s probable that more than one have a right to ſhare in it GH 


MANY appears to have the beſt claim; it is however highly probable, 


that whenever a Nation arrived at that Degree of Civilization and 
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Tranquility at which Families began 10 quarrel about anceſtral Ho- 
nours, Cours Mili rARx were eſtabliſhed. 715 
Theſe Courts, being Conſervancies of military Merit, were properly | 
placed under the Juriſdiction of the principal Officers of the Army: 
which Officers, wherever the Feudal Form of Government took Place, 
were two; the CoxnsTaBLE and the MaxsnaL ; about whoſe Origin 
and Office Volumes have been written. 
In the Annals of this Country no mention is made of theſe two great 
Officers of State, nor of the Laws of Armories, before the Norman Con- 
gueſt took place. A Nation of Warriors wanted not a College of 
| Heralds.. P and Parade had not yet got footing. Engliſh Kings 
fill fought their own Battles. But no ſooner was the Conqueror ſeated 
in his new Government, than a Conſtable and a Marſhal were appointed, 
and a Court Military eſtabliſhed, agreeably to his feudal Government 
in Normandy. 
_ Armorial Honours now flowed from the Throne to the Chieftain, 
and from the Chieftain to his Followers ; and it is probable, though 
not certain, that, from this era, the voluntary Ass uur rio of Arms 
was ſtopt. Nevertheleſs the Increaſe of Armorial Bearings was rapid: 
The CrorsaDes, by admitting all Ranks and Degrees of People whoſe 
Enthufiaſm prompted them to mix in the Holy Warfare, and conſequently 
tw be intitled to military Diſtinctions, increaſed them abundantly ; and 
 TounnamenTs, by ſtamping them with ſingular Value (no Man being 
permitted to tournay whoſe Anceſtors had not borne armorial Honours 
through three Generations), made them the more anxiouſly ſought after. 

Matters thus complicated became abſtruſe, and required ſome ſcien- 
tific Rules ard Regulations to render them intelligible, The Conſtable 
and Marſhal had under them certain affiſtant Officers (whoſe Origin 
cannot be traced) ſtyled HN AL Ds and PuxsurvanTs of Aus: 
out of theſe grew ſuperior Officers, entitled Kixcs or Arms; and, 
under them, they had a Gradation of inferior Aſſiſtants. Theſe Officers 
were incorporated by Richard III. under the Title of Kings, Heralds, 
and Purſuivants of Arms. Their Charter was confirmed by Edward VI. 
and re-granted by Philip and Mary, wherein their Number is limited to 
thirteen. Queen Elizabeth confirmed their Privileges, and ordered them 

a Code of Regulations, pointing out their reſpective Departments, and 
: Jo Studies; ſtyling them the Col LEGO Hrnalns, 

Theſe Officers of Arms had not only the Conſervancy of Pedigrees 
and armorial Honours, but were empowered, under the Controul of the 
Marſhal, to make original Grants of Arms. They had alſo the order- 
ing of funeral and other public Proceſſions. Theſe and other Sources. 
of Emolument rendered their Offices extremely Jucrative, and raiſed 
the College into conſiderable Importance. Theſe very Emoluments, 
however, proved the Origin of its Decline. Quarrels among the 
Kings about the Loaves and Fiſhes, and a long contefled Diſpute 
with the Painter-Stainers about who ſhould reap the Harveſts of funeral 
Folly, entirely deranged the College; ſo that, towards the cloſe of 


Rs Queen: Elizabeth's reign, we find it in the hands of Commiſſioners.

SHIELDS are of various Forms; and maders Recurrent fill mo: 
multifarious. The Shields which occur upon ancient Seals are chiefly two; 
one of them a Triangle, formed of two curved and one ſtraight Line; 
the other a long Square, having the Corners at the Baſe rounded off to 2 
Point, reſembling the Gothic Arch reverſed. Theſe are the Shields to 

which Arms have been uſually granted, and are probably the original 
Shields of ancient Warriors, Hence the Practice of placing the greater 
Number of Charges above, and the ſmaller below, as Three, Two, and 
One. Therefore, for a ſingle Coat, the ancient Shield is the moſt eli- 
gible ; but for the Purpoſe of Quartering (which will be ſpoken of pre- 
ſently) the Eſcutcheon adopted in the * Plates of 2 is obvi- 
ouſly preferable.

It is not probable that badges ſo highly honourable as are 
Supporters, ſhould owe their exiſtence to a circumſtance ſo truly inſig- 
nificant, or that King Henry VIII, when he granted Supporters to the 
Peers of each degree, and to the Knights of the Garter and the Bath, 
granted them as an offspring of ſo mean a parentage. Be chis as it may, 
in England Supporters are worn only by the Sovereign, the Princes of che 


Mie Royal. Peeps of ip Realm, and the Knight Companions of the 
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Garter and Bath, unleſe Royal Licence be eſpecially had and obtained 


| for that purpoſe: Even the Baronets of England are not, by their ori- 


inſtitution, authorized to bear them: Nevertheleſs, the Baronets 


_ of Nova - Scotia are, by their Patent of Creation, allowed to carry Sup- 


porters,—As enſigns of dignity, Supporters take precedency of Creſts, 
and even of Arms themſelves. They are not aſſumable, nor can they, 
according to the Heraldic Law, be alienated or changed without Royal 


Licence. Peereſſes in their own right have an undoubted claim to Sup- 
porters 1 but it ſeems to be a diſputable point, whether any other Woman 
is entitled to the ſame honour, . 


Mor ros are ſuppoſed to have originated in the Wax-cxres of the 
Ant which are ſaid to have been, in early times, painted on 


_ the Shields of Warriors. At preſent, however, few traces remain of ſuch 


an origin; ſome quaint alluſion to the ſurname, ſome remarkable cir- 
eumſtance in the family, or ſome favourite ſentiment of the firſt bearer, 
ſeem to have given exiſtence to the preſent Lift of MorTTos, The 
Inſtitution of the Order of the Garter introduced them into this country, 


2 armorial accompaniments.

Edward IV. appears to 


be the fuſt King of England who wore a Crown incloſed at the 


top with Arches. This ancient Crown is ſaid to be the Archetype of 


the preſent Crown or ExcLanD, which was made for the Corona - 
tion of Charles II. and is appropriated ſolely to the uſe of Crowning 
the Sovereigns of Great Britain. Beſides this there is a CROWN oy 


STATE, alſo made for Charles II. worn by the King in Parliament, Both 


- theſe Crowns are inriched with Jewels of immenſe value: One ſingle 


Ruby ſet in the middle of one of the Croſſes of the Crown of State, is 
valued at Ten Thouſand Pounds! The Queen, too, has her CRown 
and her CizcLzT or GoLp: The former is kept for the Coronation of 
Queens Conſort ; the latter is worn in proceeding to that Ceremony. 
Sovereign Queens are not crowned with what is called the Quezn's 
Crown, but with the CROW or EncLanD. The Imperial Crown 
or ScorLanp (all royal Crowns are ſtyled imperial) is ſtill in preſer- 
vation; having been depolited, at the Union, in the Crown-Room within 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh. The Dzm1-Crown, or CoroneT or Tar 


Prince or WaALzs, is differenced from the imperial Crown of Eng- _ 


land principally by having only two inſtead of four Bars or Arches. =

The BARxox's Coronet has fix Pearls only, placed likewiſe immediately 


upon the Rim of Gold. One Cap is common to all the Coronets ; namely, 
Crimſon Velvet lined with ſarſenet, and turned up with Ermine, on the 
Top a Taſſel of Gold. How long the Coronets above enumerated, the 
laſt excepted, have been in uſe as diſtinguiſhing marks of Nobility, is 


uncertain : The Coronet of the Barons is of late date. Formerly the _ 


Cap was their only Badge of Diſtinction. They owe their Circlet of

was the only man in his dominions who could do it, if he would un- 
dertake it. The King ſent twice to the Earl for that purpoſe; but he 
refuſed it each time, by reaſon of the ungrateful returns made for his 
ſervices, in impriſoning him, unheard, at the ſuit of his rival and enemy, 
Hugh de Lacy ; but the King ſending the third time, he made anſwer, 
that, for the crown and dignity of the realm, he would hazard his life. 
The day of combat being appointed (in Normandy), the Earl's own ſword 
' was ſent for out of Ireland; but when the day came, and every thing 
was ready for the fight, and the champions were entered the lifts, in 
the preſence of the Kings of England, France, and Scotland, the French 
Champion, not liking the ſtrong proportion of the Earl's body, nor the 
terrible weapon he bore in his hand, when the trumpets ſounded the laſt 
charge, he ſet ſpurs to his horſe, broke through the liſts, and fled into 
Spain, from whence: he never returned. The French Champion thus 
taking his flight, the victory was adjudged to the Earl of Ulſter ; but 
the King hearing of his great ſtrength, and being willing to ſee ſome 
trial of it, then ordered an helmet of excellent proof, full faced with 
mail, to be laid on a block of wood, which the Earl with one blow cat 
aſunder, and ſtruck his ſword ſo. deep into the wood, that none there 
preſent but himſelf could draw it out again ; which ſword, together with 
his armour, are to this day preſerved in the Tower of London. After 
this noble performance, the King reſtored him to his 'former titles and 
eſtate, which was valued at that time at twenty-five thouſand marks ſter- 
ling per annum (a vaſt income in thoſe days), and likewiſe bade him aſk 
for any thing elſe in his gift he had a mind to, and it ſhould be granted. 
Upon which the Earl replied, he had titles and eſtate enough, but de- 
fired that he and his ſucceſſors, the heirs-male of his family (after him), 
might have the privilege (after their firſt obeiſance) to be covered in the 
royal preſence of him and his ſucceſſors, Kings of England; which 
the King granted, and the ſaid privilege is preſerved in the family to 
this day. The Earl died about the year 1210, leaving iſſue Miles, 
who ſucceeded ; but was kept out of the Earldom of Ulſter by Hugh de 
Lacy, who had a grant of it from King John, on taking Earl John, and 
ſending him priſoner to London ; for Miles, claiming the Earldom after 
his father's death, the ſaid Lacy replied, that he would maintain King 
John's laſt grant of it to himſelf, ſince Earl John never returned into 
Ireland to reverſe his outlawry ; and the ſaid Lacy being a great fa- 
vourite of the King's, and a very powerful man, Miles was forced to quit 
his pretenſions, but was created Baron of Kinſale; and living aſter- 
wards altogether in Ireland, he never claimed the Barony of Stoke- 
Courcy; but, dying in the beginning of Henry JII.'s reign, was ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon (2d Lord) Patrick de Courcy, Baron of Kinſale; who 
married the daughter and heir of Miles de Cogan, who was one of the 
great Conquerors of Ireland. To this Miles de Cogan, and Robert Fitz-
